To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Burgesses  of  the  County  Borough  of  Burnley. 

Gentlemen, 

In  submitting  their  First  Annual  Report,  the  Committee  record  with 
pleasure  the  progress  which  has  been  made  in  connection  with  this  Department. 

The  building  was  opened  on  the  28th  of  February,  1914,  by  His  Worship 
the  Mayor  (Alderman  J.  Sellers  Kay,  J. P.),  a  good  attendance  being  present  at 
the  ceremony.  The  safeguarded  open  access  and  the  Dewey  System  of  classifica- 
tion, revised  and  adjusted  by  the  Librarian  to  meet  modern  requirements,  is  in 
operation.  Sheaf  catalogues  of  the  non-fiction  and  an  author  catalogue  of  the 
whole  of  the  Library  have  been  compiled  for  public  use. 

The  Library  contained  6,809  books  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  some  70 
volumes  were  available  for  reference  purposes  only.  845  volumes  have  been  re- 
bound during  the  year.  Lending  Library  books  were  issued  to  the  extent  of 
109,597  volumes,  and  in  the  same  period  3,185  persons  were  enrolled  as  borrowers, 
of  which  728  became  student  borrowers,  bringing  the  possible  total  of  available 
tickets  up  to  5,305.  The  approximate  issue  of  reference  books  available  was  2984. 
The  Library  has  been  well  used  by  persons  residing  in  all  parts  of  the  Borough, 
and  the  Reading  Room  has  been  used  by  an  average  of  500  persons  daily,  the 
accommodation  at  times  being  taxed  to  its  utmost  capacity.  Five  books  have 
been  detained  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  as  having  been  in  the  house  of  per- 
sons suffering  from  some  infectious  disease. 
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A  successful,  interesting  and  instructive  series  of  Monthly  "  Talks  "  were 
held  during  the  Winter  Session  in  the  Library  Newsroom,  as  follows  : —

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To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Burgesses  oj  the  County  Borough  of  Burnley. 

Gentlemen, 

In  submitting  their  Second  Annual  Report,  the  Committee  record  with 
pleasure  the  progress  which  has  been  made  in  connection  with  this  Department. 

During  the  year  the  Committee  have  had  to  meet  two  serious  difficulties, 
the  necessity  of  economy  owing  to  the  War,  and  the  growing  demands  of  a  largely 
increased  number  of  readers.  Every  effort  has  been  made,  however,  to  acquire 
a  larger  and  thoroughly  represental  ive  collection  of  books  consonant  with  the 
above  requirements. 

Many  books  on  the  War  have  been  purchased,  and  as  ic  is  generally  accepted 
that  the  present  struggle  is  destined  to  largol}^  influence  and  determine  the  world 
for  generations  to  come,  it  will  be  acknowledged  that  these  acquisiticns  are  of  the 
highest  interest  now,  and  of  permanent  value  to  the  readers  of  the  future.  It 
might  have  been  expected  that  the  War  would  have  decreased  the  total  number 
of  books  issued  for  home  reading,  but  in  comparison  with  last  year  there  has  been 
increased  issue  of  12,365  volumes. 

The  Lending  Library  contained  10,010  books  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and 
some  260  volumes  were  available  for  Reference  purposes  only.  944  volumes  have 
been  re-bound,  28  replaced,  and  about  8,600  repaired  by  the  staff  during  the  year. 
Lending  Library  books  were  issued  to  the  extent  of  121,291  volumes,  and  in  the 
same  period  2,235  persons  were  enrolled  as  borrowers,  of  which  228  became  student 


borrowers,  bringing  the  total  possible  of  available  tickets  up  to  7640.  The  approxi- 
mate issue  of  Reference  Books  available  was  3,055,  and  the  daily  average  of  readers 
in  the  Newsroom  has  been  well  maintained. 

For  the  convenience  of  those  not  residing  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of 
the  Librar}',  fi\'c  Branch  Distributing  Stations  have  been  opened  in  the  Burnley 
Lane,  Burnley  Wood,  Manchester  Road,  Rosegrove,  and  Stoneyholme  districts. 
These  Branches  have  been  highly  appreciated  by  the  public  and  they  have  also 
distributed  the  educational  and  recreational  value  of  the  Public  Library  over  a 
much  wider  area.  Incidentally,  it  may  be  added  that  the  distribution  of  readers 
has  materially  reduced  the  pressure  previously  experienced  at  the  Central  Librarj^, 
this  being  conducive  to  more  effective  administration  and  control. 

Catalogues  of  the  books  on  Useful  x^rts  and  of  those  on  Music,  have  been 
compiled  b}-  the  Librarian.  A  special  hst  of  the  books  appertaining  to  William 
Shakespeare  to  celebrate  the  Tercentenary  (April,  1916)  has  also  been  issued. 

The  Trustees  of  the  British  Museum  have  presented  a  valuable  collection 
of  books  to  the  Library.

Report  of  the  work  of  the  Committee  for  the  year  ended  31st  March,   1918. 

It  is  with  regret  we  have  to  record  the  loss  of  Mr.  Councillor  C.  M.  Foden, 
J. P.,  and  Mr.  Councillor  D.  Proger,  both  of  whom  found  it  necessary  to  resign  from 
the  Council  during  the  year  owing  to  ill-health. 

Mr.  C.  M.  Foden  acted  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  from  his  appoint- 
ment on  the  Council  in  November,  1904.  and  was  appointed  Chairman  in  November, 
1912,  which  position  he  held  up  to  the  date  of  his  resignation.  The  Committee 
are  much  indebted  to  him  for  valuable  services  rendered  in  connection  with  the 
opening  of  the  Marshall  Branch  Library  in  February,  1914,  and  the  establishment 
of  Six  Distributing  Branches  since  that  date.  Mr.  Proger  acted  as  a  member  of  the 
Committee  from  the  time  of  his  appointment  on  the  Council  in  1915  up  to  the  date 
of  his  resignation. 

The  issue  of  books  at  the  Marshall  Branch  Library  continues  to  improve, 
and  during  the  year  the  total  borrowings  amounted  to  168,740,  being  an  increase 
of  21,318  over  last  year.  Having  regard  to  the  extra  work  and  strain  under  which 
most  people  are  labouring  at  the  present  time,  such  result  is  regarded  as  most

To  THE  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Burgess]':s  of  the  County  Borough  of  Burnley. 

Gentlemen, 

The  Public  library  Committee  have  plcasm*e  in  presenting  tlic  followii^c^ 
Report  of  work  accomplislied  during  tlic  year  ended  31st  March,    1919. 

Notice  of  the  (M)ntinucd  progress,  or  the  services  rendered  to  the  public 
l)y  this  Department,  cannot  be  made  this  year  without  mention  cf  the  happy 
conclusion  of  the  Great  War  and  the  joy  <»f  deliveran(M^  from  the  gloom  and  strain 
which  were  constantly  in  attendau(x\ 

Public  Libraries  in  general  have  had  increased  issues  of  books  for  home 
reading  during  the  war  and  your  Library  system  has  been  no  exception  to  this 
rule.  The  appended  ta]:)les  indicat(>  there  has  been  an  increased  demand  for 
lighter  reading,  reasonably  a  fitting  antidote  to  t\\v.  mental  strain  of  war  worry. 

If  the  war  has  produced  any  siu-prise  to  a  larg(^  body  of  people,  it  is  the 
part  that  books  play  in  the  life  of  the  people.  The  desire  for  instructive  and 
eductional  works,  as  also  the  longing  to  analyse  in  other  books  the  spirit  and 
pulses  of  humanity,  is  expressed  everywhere. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  during  tlu;  past  year  in  the  Library 
World  to  press  upon  the  Government  the  desiral)ility  of  removing  the  Id.  rate 
limitation  (Public  Libraries  Act,  1892),  so  as  to  enable  Lil>raries  at  the  present 
time  to  properly  fulfil  their  obligations  to  the  public. 


At  tho  moment  the  position  and  future  of  Public  Libraries  is  under  the 
consideration  of  the  Minister  of  Reconstruction  and  hopes  are  entertained  of  a 
successful  and   satisfactory   outcome. 

So  far  as  our  own  activities  are  concerned,  perhaps  the  most  satisfactory 
item  of  the  year's  work  is  the  remarkable  increase  in  the  issue  of  books  to  juveniles. 
It  is  i,M)od  to  note  tho  avidity  witli  which  our  young  people  utilise  these  privileges 
of  wliolesome  reading,  and  every  possil)le  encouragement  in  this  direction  should 
be  a  conspicuous  feature  of  our  Public  Library  service. 

The  Music  Section  of  the  Library,  now  a  thoroughly  representative  collection, 
is  very  popular,  and  the  same  may  be  particularly  applied  to  the  History,  Travel, 
and  Useful  Arts  sections. 

No  less  satisfactory  is  the  excellent  record  of  the  Branch  Distributing 
Libraric^s.  These  Libraries  increase  steadily  year  by  year  the  amount  of  service 
they  render  to  the  public,  and  the  Committee  are  indeed  gratified  that  they  meet 
with  sucli   outstanding  success  and  appreciation. 

ISSUE  OF  BOOKS. 

During  the  year  the  total  number  of  books  issued  for  heme  reading  amounted 
to  200, TOO,  ]x;ing  an  increase  of  37,360  over  last  year.  It  has  been  a  very  busy 
year  and  (.wing  to  limited  nature  ol  the  building  the  Library  is  often  overcrowded. 

It  is  imperative  that  rapid  progress  be  made  towards  the  provision  of  the 
new  Carnegie  Central   Library. 

The  total  number  of  books  issued  during  the  year  from  the  Reference 
Section  was  4,050.  It  is  evident  from  the  use  made  of  these  volumes  that  a 
thoroughly  up-to-date  Reference  Library  would  be  a  great  boon  to  our  townspeople. 

BORROWERS. 

The  total  number  of  Borrowers'  Cards  now  in  actual  use  is  0,071,  of  which 
0<S3  are  students.     During  the  year  152  cards  have  been  cancelled. 

STOCK. 

The  total  number  of  hooks  now  in  the  Lending  Department  is  12,221. 

During  the  year  770  volumes  have  been  purchased. 

The  Reference  Section,  exclusive  of  Patent  Specifications,  now  contains 
2,000  v<;lumcs. 

BINDING:     REPLACEMENTS.     WITHDRAWALS. 

The  numl)er  of  \^olurres  bound  during  the  year  was  847.  Some  3,420  volumes 
have  been  repaired  by  the  Staff.  62  worn-out  books  have  been  replaced  with 
new  copies,  and  84  withdrawn  being  either  out  of  print,  or  not  considered  necessary 
to  ha  replaced.

Magazines  are  yet  occasionally  taken  from  the 
tables  and  the  Committee  recently  offered  a  reward  to  any  person  giving  inh)rm- 
ation  leading  to  the  detection  of  offenders. 

THE  NEW  CENTRAL  CARNEGIE  LIBRARY. 

The  exigencies  of  the  war  ha\e  also  caused  little  progress  to  l)e  made  in 
this  direction,  but  the  Committee  now  conhdently  anticipate  innnedievto  anil 
una.nimous  action  towards  the  provision  of  a  Pul^lic  Library  wortliy  of  the  town. 

In  accordance  with  the  conditions  laid  down  by  tlie  Carnegie  United  King- 
dom Trust,  the  Committee  have  considered  the  cpiestion  of  a.  suitable  site.  As 
the  matter  now  scands  a.  site  lias  been  chosen  and  approved  by  the  Town  Council. 
T^ermission  of  the  Town  Council  has  a.lso  been  gi\en  to  enter-  into  contra.cts  foi- 
the  purcliase  of  the  property  contained  thereon,  and  further  piogress  shoidd  be 
rapidly  made  in  the  near  future.

The  Public  Library  Committee  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  following 
report  of  work  accompHshed  during  the  year  ended  March  31st,  1920. 

The  outstanding  feature  of  the  3^ear  in  relation  to  public  library  service 
is  undoubtedly  the  passing  of  the  Pubhc  Libraries  Act,  1919.  As  a  result  large 
numbers  of  Public  Library  Authorities,  hitherto  seriously  handicapped  by 
financial  limitations,  have  now  the  opportunity  to  extend  their  work.  This 
step  forward  marks  an  epoch.  For  the  first  time  Library  Authorities  may 
endeavour  to  extend  and  improve  existing  resources,  and  the  time  has  arrived 
when  the  Library  both  as  a  means  of  recreation  and  as  a  source  of  learning, 
may  be  made  a  public  asset  worthy  of  its  name. 

The  public  of  this  town  have  made  remarkably  good  use  of  the  books 
provided  for  them,  and  although  during  the  past  year  the  number  of  books  issued 
has  not  been  quite  so  large  as  during  the  previous  year,  the  aggregate  issue 
has  been  well  maintained  at  a  comparatively  high  level. 

Although  the  stock  of  books  available  has  been  steadily  and  judiciously 
increased,  the  rapid  circulation  has  made  systematic  replacement  of  worn 
out  copies  and  intelligent  duplication  of  the  more  worthy  examples  of  real 
literary  value  a  duty  of  first  rate  importance.  Your  Committee  are  making 
every  endeavour  to  successfully  combat  the  numerous  difficulties  arising  in  this 
direction, 


It  is  no  doubt  of  interest  to  record  that  the  music  section  of  the  hbrary 
still  increases  in  popularity,  and  that  the  books  relating  to  local  industries  are 
also  widely  used.  It  may  be  said  regarding  the  books  on  Cotton  Manufacture 
every  effort  is  being  made  to  make  the  collection  as  complete  as  possible,  and 
that  attention  is  also  to  be  given  to  further  enlarge  the  scope  and  usefulness 
of  the  Music  Library. 

Two  other  prominent  features  of  the  past  year's  work  are  reflected 
in  the  increased  use  of  the  available  Reference  material,  and  a  larger  increase 
in  the  issue  of  books  to  Bhnd  readers.  Suitable  accommodation  to  organise 
and  develop  the  Reference  Department  of  the  Library  has  for  some  time  been 
an  urgent  necessary.  Lack  of  space  has  hitherto  made  it  impossible  to  satisfac- 
torily convene  the  primary  essentials  of  a  representative  Reference  collection, 
even  if  desired,  but  the  accommodation  now  available  through  the  acquisition 
of  a  portion  of  the  Old  Technical  School  should  enhance  the  possibiHties  of 
your  Library  service  in  a  gratifying  measure. 

It  may  be  added  that  the  Committee  are  also  anxious  to  promote  an 
attractive  local  collection,  and  it  is  intended  to  procure  as  far  as  possible  any 
books,  pamphlets,  manuscripts,  prints,  drawings  or  photographs  relating  to 
Burnley  and  the  district. 

ISSUE  OF  BOOKS. 

During  the  year  the  total  number  of  books  issued  for  home  reading  from 
the  Lending  Department  amounted  to  195,596,  being  a  decrease  of  10,570  as 
compared  with  last  year. 

6,057  volumes  were  issued  from  the  Reference  Department,  being  an 
increase  of  2,007  over  last  year.  It  has  been  a  busy  year  and  the  Library  has 
again  been  taxed  to  its  utmost  capacity. 

BORROWERS. 

The  total  number  of  Borrovv^er's  Cards  now  in  actual  use  is  10,599  of 
which  1,528  are  students.     During  the  year  128  cards  have  been  cancelled. 

STOCK. 

The  total  number  of  books  now  in  the  Lending  Department  is  13,316. 
During  the  year  1,371  new  books  have  been  purchased  and  added  to  the  Library. 
The  Reference  section,  exclusive  of  Patent  Specifications,  now  contains  2,775 
volumes. 
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BINDING.     REPLACEMENTS.     WITHDRAWALS. 

The  number  of  volumes  bound  during  the  year  was  1,028.  Over  7,000 
volumes  have  been  repaired  by  the  staff.  333  worn  out  books  have  been  replaced 
with  new  copies,  and  276  withdrawn,  being  either  out  of  print  or  not  considered 
necessary  to  be  replaced. 

BOOKS  FOR  THE  BLIND. 

The  Annual  subscription  to  the  Manchester  and  Salford  Blind  Aid 
Society  continues  and  the  volumes  available  have  again  been  highly  appreciated 
There  are  25  blind  readers  and  402  books  have  been  issued  to  them  during 
the  year,  an  increase  of  55  volumes  on  the  previous  year. 

LIBRARY  "  TALKS." 

The  Public  Library  "  Talks  "  were  recommenced  in  October,  and  the 
varied  programme  provided  met  with  every  success.  The  Committee  are 
extremely  grateful  to  the  lecturers  for  their  services.  On  several  occasions 
the  room  was  crowded  and  numbers  of  people  were  unable  to  gain  admittance. 
There  is  no  doubt  from  this  experiment  that  similar  Public  "  Talks  "  in  a 
Central  Lecture  Hall  would  be  highly  appreciated,  and  as  an  elevating  and 
educative  force  in  the  town,  add  further  credit  to  municipal  enterprise.

THE  NEW  CARNEGIE  CENTRAL  LIBRARY. 

It  is  with  regret  that  Httlc  or  no  progress  is  again  to  be  recorded  regarding 
the  pro\-ision  of  the  new  Central  Library. 

The  Librarian  submitted  a  Report  relating  to  the  interior  accommoda- 
tion required  together  with  a  sketch  plan  showing  the  relative  positions  of 
the  various  departments,  which  has  been  forwarded  to  the  Library  expert 
appointed  by  the  Carnegie  United  Kingdom  Trust  for  inspection.  In  addition, 
the  Ministry  of  Health  sanctioned  the  loan  necessary  for  the  purchase  of 
property  on  the  Library  site.  As  however,  the  Ministry  of  Health  has  been 
notified  b}'  the  Town  Council  "  that  tenants  at  present  living  on  the  site  will 
not  be  dispossessed  until  other  satisfactory  accommodation  has  been  provided," 
it  is  to  be  hoped  if  only  as  a  matter  of  long  standing  inadequacy,  the  question 
will  receive  prompt  and  undivided  attention  immediately  time  and  opportunity 
permit. 

BRANCH  LIBRARIES. 

From  the  Branch  Libraries  a  steady  issue  of  volumes  has  been  main- 
tained. Unfortunately  there  have  been  several  unavoidable  changes  in  regard 
to  Colne  Road  Branch  Library  since  last  year.  It  is  now  definitely  established 
at  15,  Briercliffe  Road,  and  no  further  inconvenience  is  anticipated.  The 
Branch  Libraries  would  have  increased  importance  and  value  in  the  various 
districts,  if  the  practice  of  duplicating  the  more  popular  books  were  extended. 
It  has  not,  however,  been  possible  to  duplicate  to  any  appreciable  extent  on  the 
basis  of  present  stock,  but  as  the  Library  increases,  this  question  of  duplication 
will  receive  due  attention. 

The  Committee  hope  to  be  in  a  position  shortly  to  arrange  that  the 
collection  of  Reference  books  purchased  at  the  close  of  last  year  be  conveniently 
shelved,  classified,  catalogued,  and  prepared  for  use  at  the  Elizabeth  Street 
(Old  Technical  School)  Department.  To  these  will  be  added  the  Patent 
Library  presented  by  H.M.  Patent  Office,  Parliamentary  and  Government 
Publications  as  issued,  the  Proceedings  of  Historical  Literary  and  Scientific 
Societies,  files  of  newspapers,  etc.,  and  a  nucleus  of  the  Local  collection,  already 
in  hand.  It  is  apparent  that  through  special  treatment  in  this  manner  oppor- 
tunity will  be  given  to  form  a  representative  and  co-ordinate  whole — a  Refer- 
ence colU.'Ction  useful  in  nature  and  purpose. 


LIBRARY  ASSOCIATION  CONFERENCE. 

The  Chairman  and  Librarian  attended  the  Library  Association  Annual 
Conference  in  September  last.  The  Conference  was  well  attended,  interesting 
lectures  were  given,  and  discussions  of  practical  value  took  place  on  many 
branches  of  modern  library  practice.

To.  THE  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Burgesses 

OF  THE  County  Borough  of  Burnley. 

Gentlemen, 

The  Public  Library  Committee  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  following 
report  of  work  accomplished  during  the  year  ended  March  31st,  1921. 

You  will  be  grateful  to  learn  that  remarkably  good  use  has  been  made 
of  your  Library  service  during  the  period  under  review.  In  fact,  the  year  has 
been  a  record  one  in  every  respect,  and  tlie  public  have  highly  appreciated  the 
facilities  provided. 

It  is  interesting  to  record  that  although  only  seven  years  have  elapsed 
since  the  Library  was  established,  the  extent  of  your  Public  Library  service 
to-day,  as  judged  by  the  number  of  borrowers,  books  circulated,  purchased, 
replaced,  re-bound,  repaired,  etc.,  each  year,  compares  very  favourably  with 
Central  Library  activities  of  similar  towns.  In  view  of  the  serious  handicap  of 
present  accommodation,  such  a  result  augurs  well  for  the  success  of  your  Library 
service  under  more  favourable  conditions.  It  is  no  exaggeration  to  say  that 
increasing  usage  stimulates  better  reading,  and  it  is  worthy  of  note  that  during 
the  past  year  42,394  non-fictional  works  were  issued  for  home  reading,  as  com- 
pared with  34,053  in  1919-20. 


A  large  measure  of  this  success  has  unquestionably  arisen  from  the 
earnest  endeavours  of  your  Committee  to  stock  the  Library  with  books  of  first- 
rate  importance.  No  effort  has  been  spared  to  extend  and  improve  those 
sections  providing  for  the  student,  the  more  serious  reader  and  the  artizan. 

The  actual  number  of  books  issued  during  the  year  was  217,264,  as 
compared  with  201,653  volumes  last  year,  though  some  of  the  increase  may 
be  attributed  to  the  imfortunate  prevalence  of  unemployment.  It  is  also 
noteworthy  that  768  students'  tickets  were  issued  during  the  year. 

The  Committee  have  made  many  notable  acquisitions,  including  some 
200  volumes  of  music,  a  large  selection  of  helpful,  non-fictional  juvenile  literature, 
and  many  up-to-date  publications  relating  to  local  industries.  A  complete 
edition  of  the  Loeb  Classical  Library,  and  a  judicious  selection  of  books  in  the 
French  language  have  also  been  added  to  the  Library. 

In  response  to  the  frequent  enquiries  for  catalogues,  it  may  be  mentioned 
that  catalogues  of  the  Music  and  Textile  sections  are  now  in  preparation. 

ISSUE   OF   BOOKS. 

During  the  year  the  total  number  of  books  issued  for  home  reading  from 
the  Lending  Departments  amounted  to  210,952 — being  an  increase  of  15,456  as 
compared  with  last  year. 

6,312  volumes  were  issued  from  the  Reference  collection,  being  an  increase 
of  255  over  last  year. 

BORROWERS. 

The  total  number  of  Borrowers'  Cards  now  in  actual  use  is  8,125,  of  which 
1,538  are  students.     During  the  year  126  cards  have  been  cancelled. 

STOCK. 

The  total  number  of  books  now  in  the  Lending  Department  is  15,286. 
During  the  year  1,970  new  books  have  been  purchased  and  added  to  the  Library. 
The  Reference  Library,  exclusive  of  Patent  and  Parliamentary  Publications, 
now  contains  3,055  volumes. 

BINDING,     REPLACEMENTS,     WITHDRAWALS. 

The  number  of  volumes  bound  during  the  year  was  1,437.  Over  7,000 
volumes  have  been  repaired  by  the  staff.  613  worn  out  books  have  been  replaced 
with  new  copies,  and  39  withdrawn,  being  either  out  of  print  or  not  considered 
necessary  to  be  replaced. 


BOOKS     FOR    THE     BLIND. 

The  annual  subscription  to  the  Manchester  and  Salford  Bhnd  Aid  Society 
continues,  and  the  volumes  available  have  again  been  highly  appreciated.  515 
volumes  have  been  issued — an  increase  of  113  on  the  previous  year. 

LIBRARY     "  TALKS." 

The  Public  Library  "  Talks  "  were  again  held  in  the  winter  months,  and 
all  were  well  attended.  The  Committee  are  extremely  grateful  to  the  lecturers 
for  their  services.

THE     CARNEGIE    CENTRAL     LIBRARY. 

The  Committee  anxiously  await  the  first  opportunity  to  proceed  further 
in  the  provision  of  a  serviceable  Central  Library.  It  can  only  be  said  at  this 
juncture  that,  as  soon  as  the  Committee  receive  the  report  of  the  Library  Expert 
appointed  by  the  Carnegie  United  Kindgom  Trust  in  connection  with  the  pro- 
posed building,  full  consideration  will  be  given  to  the  formation  of  definite 
plans. 

BRANCH     LIBRARIES. 

The  Branch  Libraries  continue  to  be  very  popular,  and  in  the  Colne 
Road  district  the  Committee  have  found  difficulty  in  providing  suitable  accom- 
modation to  cope  with  the  increasing  number  of  readers.  Owing  to  this  cause 
it  became  necessary  to  remove  the  Library  at  15,  Briercliffe  Road  to  72,  Abel 
Street.  The  Committee  hope,  however,  to  make  more  adequate  provision  for 
Colne  Road  District  during  the  next  financial  year. 

REFERENCE     LIBRARY. 

It  has  been  decided  to  open  the  new  Reference  Library  to  the  pubhc 
during  the  month  of  July  next.     For  several  years  the  Committee   have   given 
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serious  attention  to  the  preparation  of  a  Reference  Library,  and  a  valuable 
collection  of  useful  and  authoritative  works  have  already  been  acquired.  This 
Library  should  prove  of  immediate  value  to  all  students,  business  men,  etc., 
and  it  is  hoped,  by  gradually  extending  the  collection,  to  economically  provide 
a  substantial  and  effective  nucleus  for  the  new  Carnegie  Library. 

SCHOOL    LIBRARIES. 

The  Committee  note  \\ith  pleasure  that  the  question  of  establishing 
School  Libraries  is  to  be  the  subject  of  joint  action  between  themselves  and  the 
Education  Committee,  as  it  appears  an  essential  complement  in  work  of  this 
character  that  both  authorities  should  work  together  if  the  best  results  are  to  be 
achieved.  Although  mainly  concerned  hitherto  in  the  provision  of  juvenile 
books  for  adolescents,  the  Committee  are  equally  desirous  of  assisting  any 
scheme  to  provide  more  reading  for  children  yet  attending  school.  They  fully 
realise  the  important  influence  of  good  and  wholesome  reading  upon  young 
people  and  look  forward  with  interest  to  the  beneficial  effect  of  an  up-to-date 
system  of  School  Libraries. 

LIBRARY    ASSOCIATION    CONFERENCE. 

The  Librarian  attended  the  Library  Association  Annual  Conference 
in  September  last.  The  Conference  was  well  attended,  interesting  lectures  were 
given,  and  discussions  of  practical  value  took  place  on  many  branches  of 
modern  hbrary  work. 

DONATIONS. 

The  Committee  have  received  for  use  in  the  Libraries  gifts  of  books  and 
periodicals,  and  express  their  appreciation  to  the  donors.

To  THE  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Burgesses 

OF  THE  County  Borough  of  Burnley. 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  your  notice  a  brief  survey  of  the  activities 
of  this  Department  durin<^  the  year  ended  Alarch  3 1st,  1922. 

During  the  year  228,543  volumes  have  been  issued  for  home  reading,  and 
10,386  volumes  consulted  in  the  Reference  Library,  being  an  increase  of  17,591 
and  4,074  volumes  respectively  as  compared  with  last  year. 

The  use  made  of  the  Library  constitutes  a  new  record  in  your  Library 
service,  and  considering  the  numerous  comments  which  have  recently  been 
made  upon  the  large  increase  in  general  reading  since  the  Great  War,  it  is 
interesting  to  see  what  this  new  demand  really  means,  and,  if  possible,  approxi- 
mate what  it  portends. 

Although  analysis  of  local  reading  does  not  reveal  any  diminution  in  the 
popularity  of  the  novel  it  is  highly  satisfactory  to  note  the  steady  increase  in  the 
circulation  of  volumes  of  an  educational  and  instructive  nature,  and  to  find  a 
much  greater  demand  made  upon  the  resources  of  the  Reference  Library. 


When  it  is  rcmcnibcrcd  that  the  issue  of  ii  novel  is  often  made  six  or 
seven  times  din"ins4  the  loan  period  of  a  non-fietional  work,  the  significance  of 
this  development  is  more  readily  understood. 

The  sections  embi-acing  Useful  and  Fine  Arts  have  been  more  exten- 
sively used,  as  also  the  collection  of  music  a  satisfactory  commentary  no  doubt 
on  the  principles  of  selection  and  purchase  followed  by  your  Committee.  If,  as 
seems  justifiable  to  assume,  the  greater  demand  portends  a  wider  realization 
of  the  aid  obtainable  from  informative  books — whether  for  the  workshop, 
the  school,  the  office,  oi  the  home — the  desirability  of  more  effective  Library 
provision  becomes  a  vital  issue. 

Hven  now  the  use  made  of  our  Libraries  approximates  to  that  made 
upon  the  Central  Library  of  any  large  town,  and  inadequate  accommodation 
under  these  circumstances  seriously  endangers  fulfilling  our  duty  towards  the 
public  need.  With  reliable  and  attractive  collections  of  first-rate  books,  and, 
we  trust,  the  whole-hearted  interest  of  a  progressive  Library  Authority,  some 
practical  move  towards  the  provision  of  a  useful  Central  or  other  Branch 
Libraries  should  be  definitely  made.  Special  provision  for  Burnley  Lane 
District  during  the  coming  year  has  become  imperative.  Present  accommoda- 
tion is  by  no  means  equal  to  present  day  requirements. 

No  more  sticking  illustration  of  public  appreciation  could  be  cited  than 
the  use  made  of  the  Reference  Library  since  inauguration.  Although  this 
up-to-date  collection  is  by  no  means  appropriately  or  conveniently  housed,  over 
10,000  volumes  have  been  consulted  during  that  time. 

The  suggestions  that  have  recently  been  made  in  regard  to  establishing  a 
Branch  Library  at  the  Municipal  College  through  the  co-operation  of  the 
Library  and  Kducation  Authorities  is  worthy  of  comment.  United  effort  in  this 
direction  would  undoubtedly  provide  a  wider  range  of  up-to-date  books,  available 
equally  to  student  and  ordinary  reader.  The  practical  value  of  such  a  Branch 
Library  would  be  revealed  by  the  use  made  of  the  additional  information  when 
prcjvided.  If  by  co-operation  in  this  matter  a  greater  measure  of  public  benefit 
accrues  it  seems  tiic  duty  of  both  Authorities  to  provide  it. 

ISSUE    OF    BOOKS. 

During  the  year  the  total  number  of  books  issued  for  home  reading  from 
the  Lending  Departments  amounted  to  228,543,  being  an  increase  of  17,591  as 
compared  with  last  year.  10,386  volumes  were  issued  from  the  Reference 
Collection,  being  an  increase  of  4,074  over  last  year. 


BORROWERS. 

The  total  number  of  Borrowei's'  Cards  now  in  actual  use  is  8,456,  of 
which  826  are  students.      During  the  yeai'  87  cards  have  been  cancelled. 

STOCK. 

The  total  number  of  books  now  in  the  Lending  Department  is  17,044. 
During  the  year  1,858  new  books  have  been  purchased  and  added  to  the 
Library.  The  Reference  Library,  exclusive  of  Patent  and  Parliamentary 
Publications,  now  contains  4.025  volumes. 

BINDING.       REPLACEMENTS.       WITHDRAWALS. 

The  number  of  volumes  bound  during  the  year  was  1,876.  Over  6,500 
volumes  have  been  repaired  by  the  staff.  944  worn-out  books  have  been 
replaced  with  new  copies,  and  237  withdrawn,  being  either  oLit  of  print  or  not 
considered  necessary  to  be  replaced. 

BOOKS    FOR   THE   BLIND. 

The  annual  subscription  to  the  National  Library  for  the  Blind  continues, 
and  the  volumes  available  have  been  well  used.  456  volumes  have  been  issued 
— a  decrease  of  59  on  the  previous  year.

REFERENCE   LIBRARY. 

The  Public  Reference  Library,  Elizabeth  Street,  was  opened  in  July  last, 
and  its  record  to  date  is  quite  creditable.  Over  10,000  volumes  have  been 
consulted  in  the  period,  and  considerable  satisfaction  has  been  expressed  by 
large  numbers  of  readers  at  the  books  provided.  The  interest  already  aroused 
is  gratifying,  and  as  your  Committee  are  determined  to  maintain  a  high  standard 
— that  of  acquiring  representative  and  authoritative  works  only — the  Library 
should  have  a  useful  and  successful  future. 
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BRANCH    LIBRARIES. 

Tlic  accommodation  providctl  at  the  vai'ious  Distrihutiiii^  Branch 
Libraries  lias  attain  been  taxed  to  its  utmost  capacity.  The  Committee  have 
considered  the  position  in  rej^ard  to  Colne  Road  District,  and  recently  made 
apphcation  to  the  .Massey  Request  Committee  for  a  Branch  building  in  that 
area  but  without  success.  Alternative  proposals  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  this  nei.i>hbourlio(^d  will  be  recommendcii  to  the  Council  in  due  course. 

THE    NEW    CENTRAL    AND    SCHOOL    LIBRARIES. 

It  is  regrettable  to  again  record  little  development  with  regard  to  the  new 
Cai'neoie  Central  Library,  and  more  particularly  as  Public  Library  work 
to-day — if  opportLuiity  to  promote  effective  and  true  development  of  a  library's 
purpose  is  to  count  for  anything— is  seriously  held  in  check  by  the  inadequacy 
of  present  accommodation.  Your  Committee  are  anxious  to  promote  a  library- 
service  commensurate  with  the  size  of  the  town,  and  although  it  has  not  been 
possible  as  yet  to  submit  definite  Central  Library  proposals,  they  will  endeavour 
to  do  so  with   the  least  possible  delay. 

MASSEY    MUSIC   LIBRARY 

The  Municipal  Orchestra  and  Choir  Committee  have  made  application 
to  the  Massey  Bequest  Committee  for  a  grant  to  establish  a  special  Music 
Library  in  the  town.  The  Public  Library  Committee  have  decided  to  support 
the  proposal  by  undertaking  the  organization  and  supervision  of  the  Library. 
This  mutual  interest  is  helpful  and  deserves  every  commendation.  Should  the 
application  be  successful  it  is  obvious  that  every  effort  will  be  made  to  secure 
and  maintain  a  Library  worthy  of  the  town. 

LIBRARY    ASSOCIATION    CONFERENCE. 

The  Librarian  attended  the  Library  Association  Annual  Conference  in 
September  last.  Interesting  lectures  were  given,  and  discussions  of  practical 
value  took  place  on  many  branches  of  modern  library  work. 

DONATIONS. 

The  Committee  have  received  for  use  in  the  Libraries  gifts  of  books  and 
periodicals  and  express  their  appreciation  to  the  donors.
